Report on Agricul- 
tural Credits 


The report of the Royal Com- 
mission appointed by the Provin- 
cial Government of Saskatche- 
wan to deal with the question of 
agricultural credits is a gratify- 
ing indication that a serious at- 
tempt is at last being made to 
solve the problem of how to ob- 
tain cheap money for the farmers. 

The most interesting feature of 
the commissioners’ recommenda- 
tions is that they advise the in- 
stitution of a system of co-opera- 
tion among the agriculturists. in 
the province, not only in connec- 
tion with the credit question, but 
for the purchasing and selling of | 
produce and supplies as well. 
These two systems will be of 
mutual assistance to cach other, 
and it is hoped that the develop- 
ment of a strong spirit of co-op- 
eration. ‘among. the fasmers “will 
~ then as a body, and in 
time make them independent. of 
the aid of the innumerable mid- 
dlemen, for whose services farm- 
ers in the past have had to pay 
such an exorbitant price. 

The value of co-operation is 
now being universally recognized. 
In other countries, notably in 
Germany, by the formation of

M, Albert Sartianx, the author of 
the celebrated pamphlet ‘Le Tunnel 
Sous La Manche,’ estimated in @ Te 
port published in 1907,. that if. bullt 
a tunnel between England and France 
would be used in 1915 by no fewer 
than 1,800,000 passengers, 

Many tunnel bills have been intro- 
duced into the English Parliament, 
but thgy have been uniformly reject- 
ed owing. to defence considerations 
and in 1907 the Imperial Defence Com- 
mittee decided against any scheme. 

The coming aeroplane has, how- 
ever, changed ‘the aspect of the whole 
problem of national defence both for 
England and America. England can 
no longer rely, a8 she has done, on 
the fact that she is an island. 

Almost in spite of herself, she has 
been drawn into the meshes of armed 
complications i other portions of 
Europe, and she has now to realize 
that any day she may be called upon 
to throw an’ army -into» Belgium (or 
Holland to help her friends, Russia 
an@ France, againgt Germany and Aus 
tria.® Would not, it is suggested, a 
tunnel in these circumstances be a 
boon rather than a peril? 

An important Congress to be held 
in London this fall, is being or- 
ganized by the Franco-British Travel 
Union who are placing this Channel 
tunnel question practically at the 
head of a highly interestine congress 
programme. 

This ts because it is held that the 
construction of a submarine mode of 
travel. between England and France 
would immensely stimulate the object 
which the union mainly has in view, 
the promotion of international friend- 
ship by facilitating an exchange of 
holiday visits between the people of 
Britain and the Continent. 

The number of English people who 
travel abroad has grown enormously 
of late years, and Germans and 
French people are reciprocating by 
visiting England in ever-increasing 
numbers. But the average French- 
man heartily dreads the cross-channel 


{passage which has been for genera- 


tions the chief reasons of England's 
insularity. 

Strategic grounds of opposition are 
ago said to be weakening, not merely 
because of the changed comp! sion of 
European politics, which renders 
France no longer England's tradition- 
al enemy, but because of the ingen- 
fous argument that the exist>nce of a 
channel tunnel would afford a safe 
means for the importation of food 
supplies in time of war at se2. 

England and France, moreover, 
would be a far more formidable com- 
bination of war against a common en- 
emy with a Channel tunnel than with- 
out. The old fear that it might be 
used by a hostile Power against Eng- 
land or France can also be proved 
to be groundless.

Montosinos, on the 
other band, assures us that the Incas 
ruled a thousand years! Which are we 
to believe? No written bistury of the 
race exists—only the records of the 
fofpus, those queer knotted strings 
which were the Incas’ sole documents 
and for which no archaeologist has ns 
yet discovered the key, the Rosetta 
stone. 

Cuzco's original plan was, singularly 
enough, that of the Roman camp, a 
quadrangle divided by two intersecting 
streets into quarters. with a gate on 
each face and towers at the angles. 

The Incas, Ifke the citizens of the 
United States, bad vo more definite 
name for the country (ban Tavan- 
tinsuya, the Erspire of the four Prov- 
{nces. The four streets of the capital, 
prolonged by great roads, divided it 
into four main provinces, each under 
the dominion of its governor. When 
their people came to Cuzco they lodged 
in thelr own quarter, where they ad- 
hered to their national costumes and 
the customs of their own province. 

The city today retaius the same 
general plan, its two principal streets 
being virtually the old maip tborough- 
1° "es. 
upon steep hilisides; the two western 
are in. the valley, where runs ». little 
river, the Huatanay, spanned by 
bridges. 

The nortbeast quarter was the Pala- 
tine hill of this South American Rome 
and contains the palaces of the kings, 
for each Inca, after the manner of the 
Roman emperors, built his own abode, 
scorning to live in that of bis prede- 
cessor.—Scribner’s Magazine. 


HISTORIC NOTRE DAME. 


Checkered Career of the WonderfuJ 
Parisian Cathedral. 

Some account of the bistory and 
vicissitudes of Notre Dame appears in 
the London Strand Magazine. ‘The 
first cathedra) was erected in the year 
528 by Childebert and afterwaml de- 
molished, the same site being used for 


the present building, which was begun 


in 1168 and finished in 1351. 

Alexander III. laid the foundation 
stone, the first mass. being celebrated 
by the patriarch Heraclius. The grand 
old building has been sorely beset by 
many dangers and has witnessed many 
strange and stirring scenes. 


The reign of terror in 1793 led to | 


such disgraceful orgies within the pre- 
cincts of the cathedral that it was 
closed to the public as a place of di- 
vine Avorship in 1794, but was reopen- 
ed in 1802 by Napoleon. The interior 
has suffered severely at times at the 
bands of the mob and individuals. 
The worst offender was perhaps Louis 
XIV., who, carrying out bis father's 
caused the destruction of the 
fourteenth century stalls, the bigh al-

Working Mice. 

To an ingenious Scotchman goer the 
credit of being the first person to har- 
' ness a mouse and make him a money 

earning factor. He was David Hutton, 

a native of Dunfermline, and e epinner 

of thread. 
| In 1812 he visited Perth and among 

the toys and trinkets manufactured by 
| the French prisoners there, he was at- 
tracted by a little toy house with a 
| wheel in the gable of it that was running 
| rapidly around, impelied by the gravity 
of @ common house mouse. 

Hutton purchased tho house, moure 
and wheel, took them home and set the 
tiny rodent to work. 

A half-penny’s worth of oatmeal wes 
sufficient for its food for 35 days—dur- 
ing which time it ran 362 miles, He kept 
two mice constantly engaged in the ma 
ing of sewing thread for more than a 
year. 

The thread mill was £0 constructed 
; that the mouse was able to twist, twine 
and reel from 100 to 120 threads a day, 
Sundays not excepted. To perform this 
teak it had to run 10% miles a day, 
| whieh it did with perfect ease every other 
day. 

On the half-penny’s worth of oatmeal), 
which lasted for five weeks, one of theee 
| little miee made 8,860 threads 26 inches 
long, and as a pexny was paid to women 
| for every hank made in the ordinary way, 
the mouse at thet rate earned 18 cents 
every six weeks. 

Allowing for board and for machinery, 
there wae o clear yearly profit from 
each mouse of $1.50. 

It was Mr. Hutton’s intention to ap- 
ply for the loan of the Dunfermline (a- 
thedra), which wae empty, where he 
| planned to set up 10,000 mouse mille 
and still leave room for the keepers and 
| several hundreds of spectators; but this 
wonderful project was nover carried out 
because of the inventor's sudden death.
